W ashington, Feb. 17—(A.P.) — 
Asking support for a wholesale 
reorganization of the gov ern­ 
ment, President Hoov er today 
dispatched a special message to 
congress recommending the cre­ 
ation of four new federal offices. 
He req uested, simultaneously , 
the m ajor alteration and chang­ 
ing in title of four other federal 
departm ents. Under the eight 
new and altered div isions he 
would consolidate present ov er­ 
lapping activ ities in an effort to 
subtract 
“millions 
of 
dollars 
annually " from the tax burden. 
Authority also was asked for 
the chief ex ecutiv e to transfer 
and consolidate ex ecutiv e 
and 
adm inistrativ e 
groups 
merely 
through the issuance of ex ecutiv e 
orders, each to lie before con­ 
gress for 60 day s before becoming 
effectiv e. 
“In the present crisis,” the 
president declared, “the absolute 
necessity for the most drastic 
economy makes the problem of 
gov ernmental reorganization one 
of Daramount importance." 
Here are the four new posts he 
would hav e congress create: 
A public works adm inistrator, 
to construct and sometimes op­ 
erate all federal projects ex cept 
those of the army and nav y . 
An assistant secretary for pub­ 
lic health to head all such fed­ 
eral work. 
An assistant secretary for m er­ 
chant marine, drawing into the 
commerce departm ent all m arine 
shipping 
regulation, 
including 
inland waterway s. 
An assistant secretary for con­ 
serv ation, to combine now scat­ 
tered efforts. 
Posts which Mr. Hoov er would 
alter include: 
A personnel adm inistrator, in­ 
stead of chairm an of the civ il 
| serv ice commission, to combin'? 
all personnel agencies of the 
gov ernment. 
An assistant secretary for ed­ 
ucation. consolidating the 
of­ 
fice of education, its commission­ 
er and other educational antiv i- 
tie*. 
An assistant secretary for agri­ 
cultural research, broadening tha 
title of the present assistant sec­ 
retary . 
An assistant secretary for ag- 
ricUlural economics, giv ing high­ 
er title to the present director. 
The oresident informed con­ 
gress the salaries of tlmse offi­ 
cials would cost an additional 
<40.000 a y ear but th a t the “sav ­ 
ing in^he cost of the adm inistra­ 
tion would be m any times this 
sum.” 
No mention was made by Mr. 
Hoov er of mov es now afoot on 
Capitol Hill to consolidate the 
army and nav y into a single de­ 
partm ent. He is known to be op­ 
posed to such a step, desiring to 
retain the present ten m ajor ex ­ 
ecutiv e departm ents as a fram e 
work.

Stimson was preparing to protest 
formally against the landing of 
Japanese soldiers in the inter­ 
national settlem ent at Shanghai. 
The authorization to present 
the ultim atum to General Tsai 
Ting-Kai, 
com m ander 
of 
the 
Chinese Route arm y a t Shang­ 
hai, was giv en to Mamoru Shig- 
emitsu, Japanese m inister to Chi­ 
na and to Admiral Kichisab\iro 
Nomura and General -Kenkichi 
Uy eda, arm y and nav y com­ 
m anders there. The Chinese were 
to be ordered to retire 20 kilo­ 
m eters (about 12^ miles) 
from 
the city . 
Between the presentation of 
the ultim atum and the Chinese 
reply , it was pointed out, there 
probably would be an opportun­ 
ity for negotiations between the 
Chinese and Japanese. If the 
representativ es of the other pow­ 
ers offered their* good offices 
during th a t tim e they would be 
accepted, it was stated. 
A proposal was also made, the 
announcem ent said, for an in­ 
spection of the district from 
which the w ithdraw al was to be 
demanded. The inspection would 
be m ade by Japanese officers and 
if foreign observ ers wished to ac­ 
company 
the 
inspectors 
they 
would be welcome. 
The ultim atum was intended 
to apply to the troops of General 
Chiang K ai-Shek as well as to 
the nineteenth arm y and Mr. 
Shigemitsu was told to use his 
own discretion in fix ing the time 
limit.

telegraphed 
f r om 
Shanghai th a t all hope for ob­ 
taining the withdraw al of the 
Chinese troops by m ediation of 
representativ es of foreign gov ­ 
ernm ents in Shanghai m ust be 
abandoned.

B ritish 
bluejackets 
were 
wounded, both fatally , on the 
docks a t the W hangpoo riv er’s 
edge. 
Japanese nav al headq uarters 
said the Chinese directed the 
heav iest artillery fire they had 
used thus far on the Japanese 
positions in Hongkew, causing 
m any casualties and consider­ 
able damage. 
Later in the day C aptain S. 
Tomita, spokesman for the Ja p ­ 
anese headq uarters, said an ulti­ 
m atum would be issued to the 
Chinese “in the v ery near fu­ 
ture,” dem anding tfieir w ith­ 
drawal from Shanghai and th a t 
the ex pected big Japanese a t­ 
tack would not take place unless 
this ultim atum were disregard­ 
ed. He said reports th a t the m a­ 
jor offensiv e would start tonight 
or tomorrow were “nonsense.” 
The battle today was fought
